The content of courses and 
teaching of communism should 
remain the responsibility 
ol! 
school 
authorities 
and great 
care should be exercised 
to 
avoid all implications of do­ 
mestic politics. As the subject 
of communism tends to evoke 
extreme and emotional react 
ions special care must be ex­ 
ercised to avoid extremist in­ 
fluence of both the right and 
left. 
With the continuing battle 
of the two systems expected 
to last over a great number of 
years it would seem a worth 
while subject for 
the 
local 
school board to investigate. 
You hear every one talk a- 
bout our rights and freedom 
but very few seem to know 
why we have these rights or 
what must be done to protect 
these rights. I don’t believe 
that you can 
separate 
our 
economic system from any dis­ 
cussion of this type since this 
is where our basic rights come 
from.
